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THE ALPINE BERG. 
From “ After Icebergs with a Painter.” 

We are now lying under oars, riding quietly on the swells, distant, 
say, a hundred yards south of the berg, which has a visible, perpendicu- 
lar front of five hundred, by one hundred and fifty feet or more e evation. 
It resembles a precipice of newly-broken porcelain, wet and dripping, its 
vast face of dead white tinged with green, here and there, from the re- 
flection of the green water at its base. We are in its shadow, which 
reaches off on the sunny sea, a long, dark track. The outline of the 
| berg is one edge of dazzling brightness, a kind of irregular, flowing 

frame, gilt with sunlight, which comes pouring over in full tide from 

' behind. Where the ice shoots up into thin spear-points, or runs along 
| a semi-transparent blade, the light shines through, and gives the tint of 
| flame, with a greenish band below, and lower still, a soft blue, presently 
| lost in the broad white. In these ices, never think of any such as you 
| see at home, from Rockland and Catskill. Frozen under enormous 
| pressure, and frozen to dry and flinty hardness, it has all the sparkle of 
minutest crystallization, and resembles, as I have said already, freshly 
bruken statue-marble or porcelain, as you see it on the edge newly 
snapped. The surface of this ice is in itself a study singularly complex 
and subtle. How the mere passer-by, at a distance, is going to know 
any thing of value to a painter, 1 cannot tell. The fact is, he knows 
just nothing at all. A portrait-painter might as well pretend to have a 
knowledge of flesh, from seeing people at a distance. I think if I could 
| study just here, for hours, I should be able to speak more correctly. Of 
| course, the painter, whose eye is trained to look into the texture of sur- 
I am looking up to rough crags, and enor- 

mous bulges, where the recent fracture would seem to have an almost 

| painful sharpness to the touch. Where the surfaces have been fora time 
exposed to the weather, they have the flesh-finish of a statue. Along 
the lower portion, where you see the glassing effects of the waves, there 
it resembles the rarest Sévres vase, or even pearl itself, so exquisitely 
fine is the polish. It is almost mirror-like. You perceive the dim 
images of passing objects, shadowy ships and shores. Where the light

| pours over it in its strength, it shines like burnished steel in the 


sunshine. 

Under the manifold effects of atmosphere, light and shade, none can 
imagine, through the medium of mere description, the grandeur and

What has become of the lost half, the Great 
We are under the cliffs, from which 
that unknown part burst off and fell away. It is an awful precipice, 
with all the features of precipices, sach as are seen about capes, head- 
lands, and ocean shores. Here it swells out, there it sinks in, masses 
have slidden out, and left square-headed doorways opening into the solid 
porcelain, ridges run off, and hollows run in and around, In these ver 
hollows and depressions is the one feature of which I am speaking, And, 
after all, what is it? It is simply shadow, Is that allf That is all: 
only shadow. All the grand fagade is one shadow, with a rim of splen- 
dor like liquid gold leaf or yellow flame, but in those depressions is a 
deeper shadow. Shadow under shadow, dove-colored and blue, Thus 
there seems to be drifting about, in the hollow lurking-places of the dead 
white, a colored atmosphere, the warmth, softness, and delicate beauty 
of which no mind can think of words to express. So subtle is it and 
evanescent, that recollectiun cannot recall it when once gone, but by the 
help of the heart and the feelings, where the spirit of beauty last dies 
away. You can feel it, after you have forgotten what its complexion 
precisely is, and from that emotion you may come to remember it. You 
would remember nothing more beautiful. 
Any doubt that I may have entertained about the danger of lying 
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have just witnessed what was, for the moment, a perfect cataract of ice, 
with all its motion, and many times its noise. Quick as lightning and 
loud as thunder, when bolt and thunder come at the saine instant, there 
was one terrific crack, a sharp and silvery ringing blow upon the atinos- 
phere, which I shall never forget, nor ever be able to describe. It shook 
me through, and struck the very heart. The only response on my part, 
and I was not alone in tle fright, was a convulsive spring to the feet, 
and a shout to the oarsmen, of fierce command, ** Rew back! row back!” 
The spectacle was nearly as startling as the explosion. At once, the up- 
per face of the berg burst out upon the air,as if it had been blasted, and 
swept down across the great clitf, a huge cataract of green and snowy 
fragments, with a wild, crashing roar, followed by the heavy, sullen 
thunder of the plunge into the ocean, and the rolling away of the high- 
crested seas, and the rocking of the mighty mass back and forth, in the 
effort to regain itsequilibrium. I dreaded the encounter; but our whale- 
boat was quite at home, and breasted the lofty swells most gracefully. 
But how tearfully impressive is all this! I recall the warning of the 
Bishop of Newfoundland, and recollect the conversation of the Rev. Mr. 
Wood, the rector of St. Thomas’. 

We now pass round to the other side of the berg, and take a position 
between it and the suv. Upon our first circumnavigation, we found this 
edge of the ice, in its lowest part, about six feet above the sea, with a 
cavernous hollow running all round, into which the waves were playing 
with their strange and many sounds. Now, from the recent loss of ice 
on the opposite heiglits, all this edge has sunk below the waves, leaving 
only an inclined plane sweeping up from the water’s edge to the steeper 
parts of the berg, at an angle of about 20 degrees. Fancy a slab of 
Italian marble, four and five hundred feet in width, extending from the 
eaves of the City Hall, New York, half-way or more down the park. I 
think you will have a tolerable notion of the slope now before us. Up 
this slippery field of ivory hardness roll the waves, dark as night until 
they strike the ice, when, in a flash, they turn into that lovely green of 
the sea, and afterward break in long lines of tumultuous foam. The 
spectacle is perfectly magnificent. A seam of ice, apparently six inches 
in diameter, of the hue of a sapphire, cuts the berg from its very top 
down, and doubtless cuts through the entire submarine body. This 
jewel of the iceberg is a wonderful beauty. Sparkles of light seem to 
come froin its blue, transparent depths. What, at first, appears singular 
is, that these blue veins are much softer than the surrounding ice, melt- 
ing faster, and so becoming channels in which little torrents glitter as 
they run. At first, we were at a loss to know how they originated, but 
presently felt satisfied, that they were cracks filled with water, and 
frozen when the berg was a glacier. This indelible mark of primitive 
breakage and repair indicates with some correctness the original perpen- 
dicular of the ice. According to the blue band in the berg now before 
us, it is occupying very nearly the position it was in when it was a fissure 
or crevasse of the glacier. Long processional lines of broken ice are con- 
tinually floating off from the parent berg, which, in the process of melt- 
ing, assume many curious shapes, huge antlers of the moose and elk, and 
sea-fowl, geese and ducks, of gigantic figure. We have just succeeded 
in securing one of these antlers, and a merry time we had. Before 
reaching it, we supposed one could bend over and lift it out of the water 
as easily as he stoops and picks up a buck’s horn out of the prairie grass. 
It was a match for three of us, and escaped out of our hands and arms 
repeatedly, slipping back into the waves, and requiring us to round to 
again and again before we fairly had it. As it is the hardest and the 
heaviest, so it is the most slippery of all ices, and certainly it seems to 
me the coldest thing upon which human hands were ever laid. Our 
summer cakes, handed in by the ice-man, are warm, I fancy, in com- 
parison. I do not wonder that the face of icebergs burst off, under the 
expansion of the heat they receive in these July days. The surface of 
this horn is not the least curious feature of it: it is melted into circular 
depressions about the depth and size of a large watch-crystal, all cutting 
into each other with such regularity, that their angles fall into lines par- 
allel and diagonal in the most artistic manner. Now that we have it in 
the boat, it resembles a pair of mammoth moose-horns sculptured from 
water-soaked alabaster. We sce several of them now, five or six feet 
tall, rocking and nodding on the swells, as if they were the living ap- 
pendages of some old moose of the briny deep, come up to sport a little 
in the world of warmth and sunshine. 

C—— finds great difficulty in painting, from the motion of the boat ; 
but it is the best thing in the service, after all, for the men can take a 
position, and keep it by the help of oars, in spite of the waves and cur- 
rents which beset an iceberg. The moments for which we have been 
waiting are now passing, and the berg is immersed in almost supernatu- 
ral splendors. The white alpine peak rises out of a field of delicate pur- 
ple, fading out on one edge into pale sky-blue. Every instant changes 
the quality of the colors. They flit from tint to tint, and dissolve into 
other hues perpetually, and with a rapidity impossible to describe or 
paint. I am tempted to look over my shoulder into the north, and see 


if the “ merry dancers” are not coming, so marvellously do the colors 
come and go. The blue and the purple pass up into peach-blow and 
pink. Now it blashes in the last look of the sun-red blushes of beauty 








—tints of the roseate birds of the south—the complexion of the roses ot 
Damascus. In this delicious dye it stands embalmed—only for a minute, 
though ; for now the softest dove-colors steal into the changiug glory, 
and turn it all into light and shade on the whitest satin. The bright 
green waves are toiling to wash it whiter, as they roll up from the violet 
sea, and explode in foam along the broad alabaster. Power and Beauty, 
hand in hand, bathing the bosom of Purity. I need not pause to explain 
how all this is; but so it is, and many times more, in the passing away 
of the sunshine and the daylight. It is wonderful! I had never dreamed 
of it, even while I have been reading of icebergs well described. As I 
sit and look at this broken work of the Divine fingers—only a shred 
broken from the edge of a glacier, vast as it is—I whisper these words 
of Revelation: “and hath washed their robes, and made them white in 
the blood of the Lamb.” It hangs before us, with the sea and the sky 
behind it, like some great robe made in heaven. Where the flowing 
folds break into marble-like cliffs, on the extreme wings of the berg, an 
inward green seems to be pricking through a fine straw tint, spangled 
with gold. Weary, chilly, and a little sea-sick, 1 am glad to find the 
painter giving the last touches to a sketch, and to hear him give the 
word for return. The men, who in common with all these people of 
this northern sea, have a terror of icebergs, gladly lift the sails, and so, 
with Captain Knight at the helm, we are speeding over the waves for 
Battle Harbor. 





BOOK. 
From “ Chambers’s Encyclopedia.” 
(Concluded from our last.) 

A book usually known by the name of Zertus Sanctus Cuthberti, 
preserved in the Cottonian Library, is a fine specimen of Saxon cali- 
graphy and decoration of the 7th century. It was written by Eadfrid, 
Bishop of Durbam; and Ethelwold, his successor, executed the illumi- 
nations, the capitals, and other illustrations, with infinite labor and 
elegance. Bilfrid, a monk of Durham, covered the book, and adorned 
it with gold and silver plates set with precious stones. We find also 
that Dageus, a monk who flourished in Ireland in the early part of the 
6th century, was a skilful caligraphist, and manufactured and ornament- 
ed binding in gold, silver, and precious stones—Hannett’s Inquiry into 
the Books of the Ancients (Lond. 1843). Books of a common quality 
were plainly bound in parchment, and instead of clasps, they were tied 
in front with thongs. In order to enable monasteries to sustain the ex- 
pense incurred by their book-fabricating establishments, they were 
occasionally endowed with lands by pious laymen, the bequests being 
expressly for “the making and mending of books.” Among the works 
produced were copies of the Scriptures, in whole or in part; breviaries, 
or books of prayers used in the church services; missals, psalters, books 
in philosophy, and copies of the Greek and Latin classics and fathers; - 
also legends of the saints. Books of history, poetry, romance, etc., were 
less commonly transcribed; though, from the extent of some of the 
medieval libraries, these and various other subjects were not neglected. 
Indeed, but for the monks we should have possessed scarcely any chron- 
icles of the middle ages; nor are we less indebted to them for the pres- 
ervation of those classics which are now habitually used in our colleges 
and academies. 

The method of dispersing the books was not less remarkable than 
that of their transcription. Some of the books were sold at exorbitant 
prices; some were executed to the order of kings, nobles, and church 
dignitaries; some were exchanged; and some found their way into the 
hands of the stationarii, or dealers in books, in the principal cities. It 
was customary to lend books for transcription, under an agreement to 
receive an additional copy on their return. In all cases of lending books, 
penalties were stipulated to be paid in the event of their not being re- 
stored. Latterly, there sprang up a practice among the stationarii of 
Paris, and some other cities, of lending out books, at certain rates, on 
the principle of a circulating library, by which means the poorer class 
of students and others were accommodated. In these latter times, also, 
as we approach the period when printing superseded transcription, the 
process of copying books began to be undertaken by lay scribes for a 
livelihood, of which there were examples in London. To the monks, 
however, and also to some orders of nuns, belongs the unspeakable merit 
of having not only supplied the religious orders with the books which 
were in daily use, but those which replenished the libraries of the 
learned and wealthy, until their ingenious craft was supplauted by that 
of the printer and bookseller. In the higher-class monasteries, there 
were libraries of from 500 to 1,000 volumes; but many of the poorer 
conventual establishments could boast of no more than from 20 to 30 
books. In the list of effects which bolonged to a monastery in Scotland 
—St. Serf, on an island in Loch Leven—there appear only 16 books; 
and yet, in this poorly provided insular establishment, the prior, Andrew 
Wintoun (1420), completed his Orygynale Cronykil of Scotland, a work 
in verse, which is not less valuable as a picture of ancient manners, than 
as a specimen of the attainments of the old monkish writers. But there 
are said to have been instances of a greater scarcity of books than St. 
Serf’s. Often, only two or three breviaries and missals, a psalter, and 
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a copy of the Gospels, were all the books owned by a religious house. 
The possession of an entire copy of the Scriptures (the Latin version of 
St. Jerome) gave immense importance to a monastery or church. Nor 
was this surprising, when the enormous laber of transcribing a Bible, 
letter by letter. is considered. Alcuin, a native of England, and one of 
the most industrious and ingenious monks of his time, occupied himself 
from about 778 to 800 A. p., a space of 22 years, in making a copy of the 
Bible for the Emperor Charlemagne. This ancient and extremely in- 
teresting mouument of piety and labor is now in the Britism Museum, 
which became possessed of it for the sum of £750. The Museum is also 
enriched with a variety of missals and other works, executed by the 
monks. In the present day, it is scarcely possible to form a correct idea 
of the value put upon books, even of a common order, or of the prodi- 
gious care which was taken of them, during the middle ages. To pre- 
serve them from eimbezzlement, they were in some cases chained to 
shelves and reading-desks; and in the dwellings of nobles, a volume 
might be seen chained to a table in the hall, for the use of such members 
of the family as were able to read. 

The establishment of universities in the 12th century greatly stimu- 
Jated the manufacture of books by transcription, more particularly those 
classics and philosophical treatises that were required by students in the 
colleges. The anxiety of the authorities in these schools of learning to 
insure accuracy in the text-books, as well as to prevent the use of books 
of an improper kind, led to the establishment of censorships and _privi- 
leges which interfered with the preparation of, and traffic in, books, long 
after the invention of printing. Unfortunately, while this art was super- 
seding the ancient process of transcription, the convulsions consequent 
on the Reformation caused an enormous destruction of books. In Eng- 
land, the libraries of monasteries, representing the labor of a thousand 
years, were mercilessly destroyed on the spot, or carried off and con- 
sumed in base purposes, without a thought as to their value. In Scot- 
land, the monastic libraries which had escaped the ravages of Danish 
and other invaders, were similarly destroyed. The same fate overtook 
the ancient monastic libraries of France at the Revolution. 

In consequence of these deplorable events, as well as the perishable- 
ness of books, copies ot works prior to the invention of printing exist 
only as rare and valuable curiosities. Even of the early printed books, 
there are comparatively few copies extant. In England, books of im- 
proved typography and binding, adapted for ordinary libraries, date no 
further back than the reign of Queen Anne. In proportion as Jiterature 
has been popularized, books have diminished in bulk and costliness. In 
the 16th and 17th centuries, the ordinary sizes of books were folio and 
quarto; and as works of these huge dimensions embraced light as well 
as much ponderous literature, a popular poet uses no metaphor, when 
he observes that ladies “read the books they could not lift.” The dig- 
nified quarto survived in imaginative literature even till our own times; 
for it was in this costly form that the early editions of the poetry of Scott, 
Byron, and others make their appearance. Excepting for special pur- 
poses, all such large sizes are happily superseded by octavos and still 
lesser-sized books. Forms and prices are no longer for the few, but for 
“the million.” And copies of the Bible, instead of being chained to 
shelves and desks, and being valued at hundreds of pounds, are now 
scattered in myriads at the easy charge of a shilling. 

The dimensions of printed books are regulated by the size and form 
of the sheets of paper of which they are composed. A sheet, being folded 
in the middle, forms two leaves, or four pages; and a book of this size 
is called a folio. When the sheet is again folded, so as to make four 
leaves, or eight pages, it forms a quarto. The quarto, being folded 
across, so as to make eight leaves, or sixteen pages, forms an octavo. By 
folding the sheet into twelve leaves, or twenty-four pages, we make a 
duodeciimo ; and if into eighteen leaves, or thirty-six pages, we form an 
octodecimo. Below this there are small books of different denomina- 
tions, and which are sometimes spoken of as pocket editions. Book- 
sellers are accustomed, in speech, to Anglicise the terms for the size of 
books, with little regard to the proper terminations—as 4to, 8vo, 12mo, 
18mo, 24mo, 32mo, 48mo, ete. For a long period, printing-paper was 
made chiefly of three sizes, respectively called royal, demy, and crown; 
and according as any one of these was employed, the size of the book 
was large or small. Demy, however, was the most commonly used, and 
the demy 8vo may be said to have become the established form of stand- 
ard editions of books. As by meansof the paper-making machine, paper 
is made in webs, and can be cut into every imaginable size of sheet, and 
as printing-machines can print very large surfaces, the sizes of books are 
now comparatively arbitrary; though, for convenience, the old names 
remain, with the difference, that instead of the 12mo, a not very dis- 
similar size, called the post 8vo, has§come extensively into use. The 
size of the present work is a large royal 8vo. 

A thin kind of book, consisting of a few sheets sewed or stitched 
together, without boards, is called a pamphlet—a term supposed to be 
derived from the French words par filet, “by a thread.” The French 
term brochure (from brocher, to stitch), signifying pamphlet, is coming 
into use; as also the French word livraison, signifying a portion of a 
book (group of volumes) published separately.

Cartroy & Porter publish “ Life among the Chinese: with Characteristic 
Sketches and Incidents of Missionary Operations and Prospects in China,” by 
Rey. R. S. Maclay, M. A., thirteen years missionary to China from the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, from whose preface we make an extract: “The 
important events which have scumpivel in China during the past few years 
have awakened, both in Europe and the United States, an unprecedented 
interest with reference to that ancient and remarkable empire. In the spring 
of 1858 the government of China formed treaties of amity and commerce with 
the respective governments of England, France, Russia, and the United States. 
The provisions of these treaties are of the most liberal character, and initiate 
a new and most auspicious era in foreign intercourse with China. In 1859, 
the treacherous attack of the Chinese on the English fleet, at the mouth of 
the Peiho, seemed to jeopardize these cheering prospects; but in 1860, the 
brilliant successes of the allies in the north of China, commencing with the 
destruction of the Taku forts, and terminating with the burning of the impe- 
rial summer palace near Pekin, dissipated all anxiety on this subject, and, by 
procuring additional privileges and guarantees from the Chinese government, 
placed foreign relations with China on a basis which is likely to prove per- 
manent and satisfactory to all parties. Coincident with the dawning of this 
new era in Chinese politics, we notice that the wonderful triumphs of steam 
navigation and telegraphic communication are bringing into close proximity 
the most widely separated portions of the human family. There is now 
direct and continuous steam transit from New York to Jeddo. Caleutta, b 
telegraph, is only six days from London; and, by the proposed Pacific rail- 
road through the United States, with its supplementary line of steamers 
across the Pacific, the traveler will be able to pass in twenty-two days from 
New York to China. The volume herewith offered to the reader contains 
the results of observations and researches during a residence of about twelve 
years in China. Familiar intercourse with the people, the ability to converse 
freely with them in their own dialect, and personal visits to nearly all the 
cities open to foreign trade, gave the author ample opportunities for forming 
reliable opinions on the subjects he has discussed, and he ventures to hope 
that the information communicated may prove acceptable to all classes of 
readers.” Also, “ Zhe Life of Faith Exemplified; or, Extracts from the Jour- 
nal of Mrs. Hester Ann Rogers.” The following note is by the American 
editor: “The ‘ Experience of Hester Ann Rogers’ has had a large cireulation 
in our church. It has, indeed, been a favorite book with our most spiritually 
minded members. The extracts from her diary, though popular as the ‘ Ex- 
perience’ among our British brethren, have never, we believe, been reprinted 
at our press. Why, we know not. Tney are certainly rich in every thing 
calculated to minister to the growth of holiness in the soul, and no truly re- 
generated mind can peruse them without being moved to ery, ‘ Create in me 
a clean heart, O God.’ Believing that their circulation would prove a bless- 
ing to the church, we have reprinted it, and added it to our list of Tract 
Publications.”
